A HELICAL DIPOLE FOR THE 160-METER BAND 
By Bob Moore, W6GZC 

Thanks to Stan Bringer, WA6IRZ, 
and Jack Gott, WA6KGI, in December this 
antenna was placed into a vertical po- 
Sition. In mid-September (1978), I was 
grounded and my doctor told me "no more 
pole climbing" so although I was able to 
do the ground work on the antenna, 
that's where it stopped. When I turned 
to the Mt. Diablo Amateur Radio Club for 
help, I got it in a hurry. 

A fine article by ZE6JP, in the 
December 1972 issue of Ham Radio details 
the development of a multi-band helical- 
ly=-wound mobile whip, the trick of which 
is in his unique tapered=-pitch winding. 
Now, why couldn't we make up two units 
of ZE6JP's design and work them as a 
center-fed horizontal dipole? Believe 
me.eeit works$! I used two 10 foot 
lengths of plastic PVC pipe to build a 
portable 20-foot long half-wave dipole 
for the 40-meter band. 
experience with a helical dipole. And 
I have found that when I park my vaca- 
tion trailer at remote beach locations, 
it is easy to erect an antenna indepen-= 
dent of trees for support. 

Two valuable design formulas are 
given in the Ham Radio article. The 
first is for the length of wire for a 
helically-wound whip:

= 840 / F, Where L 
length in feet and F 
quency in MHz.

For 1.8 MHz, I calculated about 466 
feet. This is a rough figure and will 
vary a bit depending upon wire size 

and pitch of the turns. A half-wave in 
free space would be about 260 feet at 
this frequency. It's interesting that 
the quarter-wave helically-wound whip 
takes more than a half-wave of wire. 
The second formula (shown in Figure 1) 
gives the percentage of wire turns as 

a function of antenna length in elec- 
trical degrees. For use as a vertical 
element, however, one feature of this 
design needs consideration - about 70- 
percent of the total number of turns 
must be close-wound over the top one- 
third of the antenna! A long vertical 
element would have the balance of a 
copper-loaded ball bat and it is impor- 
tant to support most of the antenna on

For a total element length of 20 
feet (one of the halves of our dipole) 
each of the 10° increments of length 
was 26 inches, with room for end-caps 
and coupling in the middle. The num- 
ber of turns in each successive 26- 
inch section worked out to be: 133, 
L335 1339 SS; 50, 4, 30, 15, Seezin 
the closewound section, my calculations 
were actually for three sections of 
158 turns. Since I could only get 133 
turns per section(because of the thick 
insulation on the #14 wire) I ended up 
short about 75 turns of wire. No big 
deal = helical wound antennas are not 
an exact science. To finish up, heavy 
coating of TAP Plastic paint was used 
to hold the turns in place. 

The PVC pipe that I selected was 
2-inch (schedule 40) type that is not 
as flimsy as the thin-wall pipe. Each 
turn used up 0.68 feet of wire in the 
closewound sections and slightly more 
in the other sections where the pitcn 
To stiffen the very top of 

I inserted a 12-foot 
length of dry wood. I felt this was 
necessary because the last 8-foot por- 
tion extends above the supporting 
structure. 

An open-wire feedline made of 
some of the same #14 wire completes 
the system. The feedline is of a 
"convenient length® just long enough 
to reach from the center of the anten- 
na to the radio shack. ‘The line is 
fed through a homemade Johnson Match= 
box that tunes just the 160-meter band 
A 4-1 balun should work and trying 
one remains a future project.

FCC TO REFUND LICENSE FEES (Really?) 


The FCC will begin to issue refunds to 
those who paid for their licenses. (How's 
that?) Licensees who paid more than $20.00 
will be first in line. The FCC will deduct 


‘"the cost of processing the paperwork" from 


the refund. It seems quite certain, at this time 
that Amateurs who paid $25.00 for special 
callsigns will be in the first group. 


Those who paid less, including all those 
"Cotton Pickers" on 27mhz will probably see 
something by the end of the year.
